April 12—The commit­ 
tee of 15 organized some m onths ago 
to investigate vice as it exists in this 
city, m ade its preliminary report fo 
the public. 
This report will be fol­ 
lowed by others from tim e to limn. 
as the com m ittee deems ne« assary. 
The report said, in part, in substance 
th a t the com m ittees agents, by in­ 
vestigation, 
disclosed the fact that 
gam bling and pool rooms were boing 
operated openly in violation of law: 
th at the gam bling spirit bad been de­ 
veloped to such an extent as to be­ 
come a distinct menace to the com­ 
m unity and th at these resorts were 
undoubtedly protected in their oper 
ation by officers whose duty it was to 
close them . 
Raids were made by the 
agents and the results obtained show 
conclusively th at a com m ittee of citi­ 
zens can force the police to close such 
resorts, thus proving th at vice is pro­ 
tected, and also that the raids have 
resulted in m aking the gam bling busi­ 
ness unprofitable.

Many of our neigh­ 
boring cities have had their turn at 
getting scared and getting over It, ant7 
there are still a few localities where 
cases of" the disease are reported. Al­ 
though the vary name smallpox, from 
the traditions connected with it, if 
one well-calculated to inspire terror, 
and, like every other contagion, should 
be guarded against by the strictest 
rules and the closest quarantine, the 
fact remains that the disease is no 
longer the awful scourge it used to 
be. Indeed, there are probably half a 
dozen common maladies which are far 
more deadly, and scores fall by them 
for everyone that dies by smallpox. 
It is all right to be afraid of small­ 
pox; but, with the general practice of 
vaccination and the scientific methods 
of treating the disease now pursued, 
it is a less dangerous disease than ty­ 
phoid fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or pneumonia. The medical men are 
making new and valuable discoveries 
all the time. No class of students 
spend more time, thought and

New York, April 12.—The commit­ 
tee of 15 organized some months ago 
to investigate vice as it exists in this 
city, made its preliminary report tx) 
the public. 
This report will be fol­ 
lowed by others from time to ti mn. 
as the committee deems necessary. 
The report said, in part, in substance 
that the committees agents, by in­ 
vestigation, 
disclosed the fact that 
gambling and pool rooms were being 
operated openly in violation of law; 
that the gambling spirit had been de­ 
veloped to such an extent as to be­ 
come a distinct menace to the com­ 
munity and that these resorts were 
undoubtedly protected In their ope.* 
atfon by officers whose duty it was to 
close them. 
Raids were made by the 
agents and the results obtained show 
conclusively that a committee of citi­ 
zens can force the police to close such 
resorts, thus proving that vice is pro­ 
tected, and also that the raids have 
resulted in making the gambling busi­ 
ness unprofitable. 
The committee had been collecting 
data from different countries and In­ 
tended preparing a report embodying 
suggestions for the treatment of the 
social evil problem in great cities. 
Tho committee said that the actual 
conditions of the tenement house pop­ 
ulation is alarming in respect to tho 
social evil, and that in a* hundred and 
twenty-five 
tenement 
houses 
that 
were examined by its agents, and In 
which disorderly women were living. 
there were found in each house an 
average of 24 children under the age 
of 18 years, and the committee is col­ 
lecting evidence which will be utilized 
to eliminate this evil.

system.

Tho numerous smallpox scares that 
have prevailed in various parts of Ohio 
and W est Virginia for the past year

Many of our neigh­ 
boring cities have had their turn at 
getting scared and getting over it, ani’ 
there are still a few localities where 
cases of the disease are reported. Al­ 
though tlx* vw y name smallpox, from 
the traditions connected with it, if 
one well-calculated to inspire terror, 
and, like every other contagion, should 
be guarded against by the strictest 
rules and the closest quarantine, the 
fact remains th at tho disease is no 
longer the awful scourge it used to 
he.
